At  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Company, 
held  at  the  Library,  on  January  8th,  1856, 

Caleb  Cope,  Esq.,  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  A.  T.  Chur, 
Esq.,  appointed  Secretary. 

The  Report  of  the  Directors  was  then  read,  and. 

On  motion,  was  referred  to  the  incoming  Board  to  take  such 
action  upon  it  as  they  might  deem  proper. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  then  read,  and  referred  as 
above. 

The  following  Resolution,  offered  by  A.  S.  Roberts,  Esq.,  was 
adopted : 

Resolved , That  the  thanks  of  the  Stockholders  are  eminently

due,  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Mercantile  Library  Company,  for  their  able  and  successful  man- 
agement of  the  affair’s  of  the  Company  during  the  past  year, 
and  for  the  progressive  and  substantial  improvement  exhibited  in 
the  general  condition  of  the  institution  under  their  charge. 
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The  following  amendment  to  the  By-LaAvs,  offered  by  John 
Sparhaavk,  Esq.,  Avas  then  unanimously  adopted. 

Article  II.  Sect.  10.  They  shall  admit  to  the  privilege  of 
the  Reading  Room , at  the  A\rritten  request  of  any  mercantile 
firm  Avhich  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  annually, 
the  sum  of  tivo  dollars  for  each  person,  such  young  men  as  shall 
be  in  the  actual  employment  of  said  firm ; Provided,  that  this 
privilege  shall  not  he  extended  to  any  person  beyond  the  age  of 
tAventy-one  years. 

It  Avas  moved  by  Mr.  Sparhaavk,  that  a committee  of  twenty 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  to  carry  the  above  amendment  into 
effect.

REPORT. 


The  Directors  of  tlie  Mercantile  Library  Company 
are  happy  to  be  able  to  employ,  on  this,  the  thirty-third 
Anniversary,  the  uniform  language  of  the  previous  Re- 
ports, and  to  conclude  their  official  year  with  the  record 
of  steady  progress  and  prosperity.  Like  our  honored 
city  herself,  and  so  many  of  her  characteristic  institu- 
tions, the  Mercantile  Library  has  advanced  with  a sound 
and  healthy  growth.  Founded  by  discreet,  as  well  as 
benevolent  men,  and  built  up,  year  after  year,  in  a 
studious  and  wise  regard  for  the  actual  wants  of  those 
for  whose  benefit  it  was  instituted,  its  history,  for  a 
third  of  a century,  may  now  be  written  without  any 
humiliating  passages — without  any  narrative  of  fitful 
movements  and  ill-considered  measures,  entailing  loss 
and  regret.  The  result  is  that  our  Institution  is  in  a 
financial  condition  upon  which  the  Stockholders  may 
be  properly  congratulated,  and  that  the  Library  and 
Reading-Room,  although  presenting  no  imposing  num- 
ber of  volumes,  or  display  of  periodicals,  are  found,  upon 
attentive  observation,  to  he  surprisingly  adapted  to  the 
actual  demand. 

As  the  pecuniary  resources  have  gradually  augmented, 
the  Purchasing  Committees  have  made  corresponding 
advance  in  the  character  of  the  works  added  to  the 
Library;  and  this  advance  will  undoubtedly  continue. 
But  it  has  been  borne  in  mind  that  this  Library  is,  in 
general,  one  for  reading  rather  than  for  reference , or  for 
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consultation  upon  recondite  subjects ; and  therefore, 
while  all  have  rejoiced  to  see  it  gradually  becoming 
richer  and  more  comprehensive,  it  has  appeared  al- 
together unwise  to  make  forced  purchases  of  books  un- 
known to  the  public  at  large,  and  undesired,  however 
such  a course  might  gratify  a natural  emulation,  or  be 
regarded  by  some  as  liberal  and  enterprising. 

A careful  review  of  the  history  of  our  financial  affairs 
will  produce  the  conviction,  that  in  carrying  through 
successfully  the  project  of  erecting  the  building  which 
we  now  occupy,  and  in  placing  the  property  on  a secure 
foundation,  there  was  needed  a most  deliberate  and 
cautious  foresight.  Many  institutions  of  kindred  cha- 
racter, in  various  cities,  have  suffered  severely  from  the 
unfortunate  issue  of  undertakings  which  had  held  out 
most  flattering  prospects ; and  ours,  although  never 
under  any  embarrassment,  owes  it  as  well  to  the  pru- 
dence of  those  who  guided  its  affairs,  as  to  the  public 
spirit  of  our  citizens,  that  it  came  triumphantly  through 
the  period  of  expensive  enterprise.  Such  has  now  been 
the  reduction  of  the  indebtedness,  and  such  is  now  the 
financial  position  of  the  Company,  that  our  successors 
may  undoubtedly  make  additions  to  the  Library  with 
increasing  freedom,  and  extend  their  selection  into  re- 
moter fields  of  knowledge. 

Calls  for  works  not  belonging  to  the  collection  are 
found  to  be,  in  fact,  unfrequent.  Almost  all  the  cases 
of  disappointment  are  those  in  which  the  book  desired 
has  been  drawn  by  another ; and  how  far  such  disap- 
pointment can  be  prevented,  by  the  multiplication  of 
copies,  without  detriment  to  the  permanent  welfare,  is 
one  of  the  most  difficult  questions  to  be  solved  by  a 
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Purchasing  Committee.  Especially  is  this  a difficult 
question  in  reference  to  publications  of  ephemeral  in- 
terest— publications  eagerly  sought  by  large  numbers 
for  a few  months,  and  then,  to  say  the  best  of  them, 
worthless  lumber  on  the  shelves.  It  is  easy  to  see  that 
such  purchases,  in  this  department,  as  some  would  ap- 
plaud at  the  time,  would  ultimately  impoverish  and 
degrade  the  Library. 

The  additions  made  during  the  year  number  fully 
seven  hundred  volumes.  The  aim  has  been  to  allow  no 
new  publication  of  general  interest  and  notoriety,  and  of 
suitable  character,  to  fail  of  being  procured.  At  the 
same  time,  the  unusual  expenditure  for  rebinding, 
which  was  absolutely  necessary  to  the  preservation  of 
the  books  already  possessed,  and  which  has  been  accom- 
plished with  most  careful  attention  to  durability  and 
economy,  as  well  as  to  appropriate  style,  has  somewhat 
restricted  the  purchase  of  foreign  publications,  and  of 
books  of  a less  indispensable  class.  This  rebinding  of 
about  fifteen  hundred  volumes,  (at  a cost  of  $536  70) 
has  brought  the  Library  into  a comparatively  sound 
condition,  especially  those  portions  which  are  most  in 
circulation.  It  were  greatly  to  be  desired  that  all  who 
use  the  books  should  feel  ambitious  to  promote  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Institution  by  their  careful  treatment. 
Could  this  interest  in  the  preservation  of  the  property 
be  awakened  in  all  our  readers,  the  depreciation  would 
be  far  less  rapid,  and  the  resulting  increase  and  value 
of  the  collection  would  soon  exhibit  the  fruits  of  such  care. 

The  accompanying  Report  of  the  Treasurer  shows 
the  receipts  of  the  Company  during  1855  to  have  been 
$7057  10,  and  the  disbursements  $6416  79  ; leaving 
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together  with  the  sum  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  a balance  of  $893  88.  The  Company  has  been 
increased,  during  the  year,  by  the  addition  of  sixty- 
eight  share-holders. 

In  this  review  of  the  year  we  are  called  upon  to 
notice  the  decease  of  two  respected  fellow-citizens  whose 
loss  is  severely  felt  in  our  community,  and  whose  me- 
mory will  ever  be  cherished  in  connection  with  the  his- 
tory of  the  Mercantile  Library.  To  the  invaluable  ser- 
vices of  the  late  John  Fausset,  Esq.,  as  our  Treasurer, 
a tribute  as  full,  perhaps,  as  words  could  render,  was 
paid  in  the  last  annual  Report ; and  any  repetition  at 
this  time  might  seem  superfluous.  We  are  every  day 
enjoying  the  benefit  of  that  untiring  attention  which  he 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  this  Institution ; and  it  is 
pleasant  to  reflect  that  we  acknowledged  our  indebted- 
ness to  him  before  he  departed  from  among  us. 

In  the  late  Robert  F.  Walsh,  Esq.  were  united  pecu- 
liar qualifications  for  usefulness  as  a Director  of  such  an 
institution  ; and  his  abilities  were  faithfully  employed 
in  our  behalf.  It  is  difficult  to  give  adequate  expres- 
sion to  our  sense  of  loss  in  the  removal  of  one  so  well 
fitted  to  give  counsel  in  our  affairs,  and  so  earnest,  self- 
denying,  and  true  in  his  exertions. 

In  conclusion,  if  those  in  whom  the  confidence  of  the 
members  has  been  publicly  reposed,  may  assume,  for 
the  moment,  the  office  of  counsellors,  they  would  say, 
especially  to  such  as  are  in  early  life,  that  the  time 
which  can  be  devoted  to  reading  is  unspeakably  pre- 
cious, and  should  be  occupied  to  the  best  account.  Very 
few  books,  in  comparison  with  the  whole  number,  even 
of  those  which  are  of  admitted  value,  can  be  perused  in 
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the  longest  life-time.  It  is  the  glory  of  our  being,  to 
advance  in  the  knowledge  and  correct  appreciation  of 
what  is  real  and  true,  and  not  to  live  in  dreams.  The 
creations  of  fancy  may  indeed  be  invested  with  literary 
fascinations,  and  it  need  not  be  denied  that  with  them 
may  be  associated  many  a useful  lesson ; but,  after  all, 
life  is  short,  and  existence  is  full  of  interesting  and 
weighty  realities ; and  it  behooves  us  to  consider  seri- 
ously how  much  we  can  afford  to  amuse  ourselves  by 
looking,  even  at  nature  and  life,  through  the  colored 
medium  of  fiction.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  many  fall 
into  the  error  of  classing  their  opportunities  for  reading, 
with  the  hours  of  mere  relaxation  and  pleasurable 
excitement.  But  reading,  like  attention  to  business, 
should,  for  the  most  part,  have  in  view  positive  benefit ; 
and  the  effort  at  self-control  may  be  encouraged  by  the 
assurance  that  there  is  a condition,  known  to  every  well 
trained  and  cultivated  mind,  in  which  the  acquisition 
of  knowledge  is  a high  amusement,  and  the  expansion 
of  thought  into  new  regions  of  truth,  sufficiently  ex- 
citing. Could  the  Directors,  at  the  close  of  their  official 
term,  by  these  brief  suggestions  awaken  in  any  minds  a 
higher  sense  of  the  value  of  the  facilities  for  sell- ini' 
provement  here  offered,  and  prompt  any  to  higher  aspi- 
rations and  aims,  they  would  regard  this  as  by  no  means 
the  least  of  the  services  which  they  have  been  permitted 
to  render.
